AT RED DEER 


Judge Beck Hears Evidence in Four 
Criminal Caseés—Sentence 
in One.

Red Deer, Oct. 24,—The sitting of 
the supreme court at Red Deer open- 
ed before Mr. Justice Beck. Mr. G 
W Greene, on behalf of the local bar- 
risterse, and Mr, P, J, Nolan, Calgary, 
congratuluted the judge on his eleva- 
tion to the bench, which his lordship 
suitably acknowledge. Mr. C.-L. 
Durie acted as crown prosecutor, 

Rex. vs. Webber, 

Henry Webber, a youth of Sylvan} 
Lake, was charged with the indict-| 
able offence of mischief in shooting 
at the cattle of Tina Kingsepp, a Finn 
neighbor. Webber contended — that 
Mrs, Kingsepp would not keep her 
eattle out of their place, and that they 
had destroyed a fieid of oats. Judge 
Beck found the aceused guilty, and 
gave him three months to pay $50 
to Mrs. Kingsepp for the damage done 
to the cattle, and suspended sentence 
in the meantime. Mr. J.C, Moore 
acted jor the defence, 

Rex. vs. Rodehaver, 
_ The prisoner pleaded guilty to forg- 
ing and passing cheques with the 
name of H, Reinholt on several Red 
Deer merchants. from which he raised 
nearly $100, which he spent in rivious 
living. Sentence was reserved. 
Rex. vs. Moran. 

Thomas Moran was charged with 
attempted rape and also indecent as 
sault on Mayme Barrie, a girl of fif- 
teen, Moran and Barrie, both rail- 
up housekeeping 
together in August last in Red Deer, | 
with the girl as housekeeper, On the 
second night of their occupaney Mor 
Il, and, 
according to the girl’s and her fath- 
er’s stories, attempted the assault 
with which he was charged, Moran 
denied the charge in toto, and there 
appeared to be enough discrepancies 
in the evidence to judge and jury to 
enable the jury to give the accused 
the benefit of the doubt. Mr. Nolan 
and Mr, J. C. Moore acted for the 
defence 

Rex, vs, Gaddean. 

The prisoner, an Indian, pleaded 
guilty ¢. stealing a horse near Innis 
iail, and was sentenced to one month 
in Calgary barracks.

RUDYARD KIPLING BEFORE 
CAN/.DIAN CLUB IN TORONTO 


A Mutual Preference Treaty, Born on 
South African Plains, Which 
Diplomats Will Find it Difficult 
to Annul. 


Rudyard Kipling’s speech before the 
Tordnto Canadian Club, October 18, 
was cue of the best he has delivered 
in Canada. It is as follows: 

“Mr. President and members of 
the Canadian Club,—Is this quite 
fair? It seems to me very unjust, 
most wrong, that the thousands of 
men who have fought and toiled and 
died for our empire have passed for 
the most part without human ac- 
knowledgment, whle @ man who has 
merely caught the popular ear by try- 
ing to describe some of their thoughts 
and ideas should receive such a wel- 
come as this. Well. the reward is 
not te the man himself. You have 
done him a great, a very great honor, 
one which [ make bold to hope is no 
so much to the author, whose name | 
bear, as to the ideas that [ have been 
fortunate enough to reflect. 

Idea of the Empire. 

“Now the idea of our empire as a 
community of men of allied race and | 
identical aims, united in comrade-} 
ship, comprehension and sympathy, | 
is no new thing. It grew up in the | 
hearts of all our people with their na- 
tional growth as the peoples in the | 
empire grow to the stature of distinet 
nations None can say where it was 
born, but we all know the one man

I say in time of 
peace, because all the world remem- 
bers when one of our community was 
in distress Canada went to her aid, as 
Australia went, as New Zealand went 
as the crown colonies went. without 


one thought of her present interests, 
or her pocket And 


or her polities, 
out of that great gathering of our 
men on the plains of South Africa 
there was born, I think, a treaty of 


mutual preference between the vari- 
ous members of that empire which 

I am no diplomatist myseli—lI think 
regular diplomatists will find it diffi- 
cuit to annul, It may be for reasons 
of our own that for the time being 
Canada will judge it expedient to 
make her count with older ciwiliza- 
tions, to deal for the time being with 
nations of a more amazing present 
than that which belongs to Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa. 

“But I am sure. gentlemen, that if 
you as business men send out or i- 
vestigate for yourselves you will find 
in those countries that | have named 
the promise of markets worthy of your 
serious attention Were I a business 
man I could show you that as regard 
our mutual trade we are no more 
than children playing store on the 
threshold of our real markets.
